LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — The two couriers who shredded documents at 


Hillary Rodham Clinton’s former law firm said they don’t believe the files had’ 


anything to do with the Whitewater investigation. 

Jeremy Hedges, 20, and Clayton Lindsey, 19, also say they have left the Rose 
Law Firm for other jobs. 

The two college students acknowledged earlier this year they were asked to 
shred documents at the firm around the time a special prosecutor was appointed 
to investigate the Whitewater affair. 

Special counsel Robert Fiske subpoenaed them to testify before a grand jury. 

Both have said the files they shredded had the initials of the late Vincent W. 
Foster Jr., the deputy White House counsel found dead last year in what police 
haye ruled a suicide. 

Foster had worked on Whitewater matters for the Clintons. 

Hedges said it was clear to him that the documents he. shredded were Foster’s, 
but added,”I personally don’t believe those documents had anything to do with 
that investigation.” 

Lindsey agreed with Hedges but said he did not see what was in the files. 

The firm has said that none of Foster’s files were destroyed. 


U of U awaits FDA approval to use eye laser 


SALT LAKE CITY — Doctors at the University of Utah’s Moran Eye 
Center could begin using a $500,000 surgical laser this summer or fall, if the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration approves as expected. 

The argon-fluorine based excimer laser will be used to correct nearsighted- 
Ness, farsightedness and to repair small scars on corneas that mar vision. 

“The device in the only one of its kind in Utah, and offers significant advances 
in the treatment of vision problems, center officials said. 

During a presentation Tuesday, Dr. Thomas E, Clinch, assistant professor of 
ophthalmology and director of refractive surgery at the center, used a human 
eye salvaged from a cadaver to demonstrate the laset’s power. 

~The U of U will seek about 30 patients for a series of tests. Patients will be 
charged $1,800 per eye. 


Rwanda, Burundi presidents killed i in crash 


-UNITED NATIONS — The presidents of Rwanda and Burundi were killed 
Wednesday in a plane crash in Africa, an adviser to the U.N. chief said. 
Rwanda’s U.N. ambassador charged the plane had been attacked by rocket fire. 

Presidents Juvenal Habayarimana of Rwanda and Cyprian Ntayamira of 
Burundi had been attending a meeting of leaders of east and central African 
countries in Dar es Salam, Tanzania. 

The plane went down while approaching the airport in Rwanda’s capital, 
Kigali, Chinmaya Gharekhan of India, a special political adviser to U.N. 
Secretary-General Boutros Boutros-Ghali, told reporters. 

Rwanda’s U.N. ambassador, Jean Damascene Bizimana, told the Security 
Council the crash was not an accident but an assassination, diplomats said. He 
said the plane was hit by rocket fire, but did not say who attacked. 

They were aboard a presidential plane but it wasn’t clear whose, Gharekhan 
said. 


Senate hopeful hasn’t paid taxes in 20 years 


SALT LAKE CITY — Democratic Senate hopeful John Benson says he has 
not paid federal income taxes — or even filed a return — in 20 years. 

' “When I have income that is not subject to taxes, I don’t volunteer it,” 
said in an interview Tuesday. 

Benson admits being under investigation by the Internal Revenue Service, but 
said he has never been charged with any tax-related violation. 

Al Pay any tax I lawfully owe. I made a careful study to find out what they 
are,” Benson told The Salt Lake Tribune. 

For two years, Benson, 59, has: made his living presenting | seminars on the 
political and tax status of being a “sovereign citizen.” He insists those earnings 
aré-not taxable. 

Utah Tax Commission spokeswoman Janice Perry would not say whether 
Benson is under investigation. But she said income derived from tax seminars 
is taxable. 

The IRS and Utah Tax Commission last September announced a crackdown 
on professional tax protesters who are finding a gullible following in the 
Beehive state.

General Boutros Boutros-Ghali, in a 
speech at Columbia University in 
February. 

“We cannot escape a duty to move 
beyond this to a greater and more 
human vision,” he said. 

Since Boutros-Ghali became secre- 
tary-general, he has seen a time of 
transition take place about every six 
months, he said. 

First there was a time of hope, then 
commitment and then engagement, 
where the United Nations became 
more active than at any other time in 


_ history, he said. 


In 1993, the Security Council met 
171 times, which surpassed the record 
set in 1948 when the Cold War crisis 
began, Boutros-Ghali said. 

Before the Cold War ended, coun- 
tries could argue their partisan cause 
before the United Nations, but that 
shelter has been torn down, Taylor 
said. 

The end of the Cold War has also 
heightened the United Nations’ ability 
to put a country in the national spot- 
light to make them look bad, with the 
intent that they will shpEnt to U.N. 
goals, he said. 

International scrutiny has often 
caused countries to alter their poli- 
cies, he said. 


Because of economics, the environ- 
ment and other global concerns, inter- 
national interdependence has 
increased, creating a stronger need for 
the United Nations, said John Rourke 
in his book, “International Politics on 
the World Stage.” 

Besides changes in the role of the 
United Nations, it has not gained 
power because countries can still 
ignore U.N. decisions, he said. 

Organizations within the United 
Nations are coming closer to reaching 
agreements between countries about a 
consensus of human rights, but even 
the United States violates what many 
countries consider human rights every 
time a prisoner is given ces pun- 
ishment, Taylor said. 

The United Nations, whieh has 
sponsored conferences, research and 
studies, will continue to play an 
increasing role in environmental 
issues, he said. 

The humanitarian agency of the 
United Nations could play an increas- 
ing role in the future if countries 
would donate the money promised, 
the United Nations reported. 

The Department of Humanitarian 
Affairs appealed for more than $4 bil- 
lion for relief and rehabilitation pro- 
grams in 20 countries, but according 
to the report, only a quarter of the 
resources appealed for were forth- 
coming.

Temporary job outlook good for Utah this summer; state’s job growth rate highest in nation

Students looking for work in Utah 
this summer should have no problem 
finding a job, a Salt Lake economist 


says, but for those seeking permanent ' 
»careers, the search may be more diffi- 


cult. 

Bureau of Economic Research 
Director R. Thayne Robeson said 
with the unemployment rates at 
almost rock bottom in Utah County 
and job growth percentages for Utah 
ranking first in the nation, students 
seeking jobs in construction, service 
industries, and retail should have no 
problem finding work in Utah. 

According to the newest 
Employment Outlook Survey results 
from Manpower Inc., 37 percent of 
Orem companies will be hiring this 
spring, while only 10 percent intend 
to cut back their staffs. 

The Manpower survey indicated that 
hiring nationwide is expected to reach 
a five-year peak in the second quarter 
of this year.

The experiment was originally 
designed to test whether artifacts are 
stolen more frequently from the 
ground surface or collector’s piles. 

Collector’s piles are formed by visi- 
tors putting all the artifacts they find 
into piles, Coulam said. — 

When park officials find the piles, 
they scatter them, she said. 

As it turned out, neither condition is 
more susceptible to artifact theft. 
“The rate of theft was equal,” Coulam 
said. 

In the meantime, officials are trying 
to figure out what to do to slow or 
stop the problem. 

Park officials already have an active 
law enforcement policy, Coulam said. 
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They are also educating visitors to 
leave things where they find them. 

Fencing areas off is also being con- 
sidered. 

Even though it is not a first choice, 
it may be necessary to protect the arti- 
facts, Coulam said. 

“Our mandate is preservation and 
protection,” she said. 

It would be illegal for park officials 
to allow the activity to continue 
unabated. 

Museums would not be an alterna- 
tive, though, because the Department 
of the Interior has a “no-collection 
policy,” Coulam said. 

Except for “some real exceptional 
circumstances,” park officials are not 
allowed to collect or gather artifacts, 
she said. 

Even moving an artifact from its 
location is detrimental, because it’s 
possible to learn more about a tool by 
seeing where it is located. 

Sometimes moving artifacts can 
destroy the location, erasing evidence 
of things that might have happened 
there a long time ago, Janetski said. 

“All artifacts need to be left in place 
no matter what they are,” Coulam 
said. 

People in Utah Valley sometimes 
destroy archeological sites by digging 
for arrowheads, Janetski said. 

If they want to get involved, there 
are better ways to do it. 

Rather than digging for arrowheads 
in what seem to be prime locations, 
BYU students interested in archaeo- 
logical involvement have several pro- 
grams to choose from. 

The programs change yearly, but 
there are always several to choose 
from, Janetski said. 

Visitor education is done to “get 
people to leave things as they find 
them,” she said.

“We think there will be about 
20,000 new homes built this year,”

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Honesty will improve all 
universtiy communities 


Cheating has always been a part of educations systems in one way or another. 
Although students across the nation generally consider cheating wrong, many deem 
it acceptable in certain situations. The Daily Universe feels colleges should take an 
old-fashioned approach to curbing cheating by creating a campus climate conducive 
to academic integrity. 

It has been suggested that students on today’s campuses feel less identity with the 
institutions they attend and, therefore, feel less responsibility toward them or their 
honor codes. 

Another reason for cheating places the blame on universities for putting first-year 
students in classes beyond their actual level of competence. These students cheat to 
survive. 

Other factors include the fact that many students cheat to maintain a minimum 
GPA within their majors. Furthermore, cheating devices such as programmable cal- 
culators have become easily accessible and more sophisticated. 

In a study conducted. by Rutgers University, 31 colleges around the country, 
including BYU, were surveyed. The study concluded that of the 6,096 students sur- 
veyed, 67.4 percent admitted cheating on a test or major assignment at least once as 
an undergraduate. The definition of cheating in this study included failure to foot- 
note sources, collaboration on assignments, copying from another student on a test, 
helping someone else cheat, fabrication of bibliographies, advance knowledge of 
the content on a test and using crib notes. 

A similar study by Rutgers University, using the same statistics and information, 
concluded that colleges with honor codes reported fewer incidences of cheating. 
However, peer pressure had a stronger influence on academic dishonesty. 

A case in point is the recent cheating scandal at the U.S. Naval Academy. 
Twenty-nine midshipmen were expelled. Forty-two others were punished, and 
another 35: were exonerated for their participation in acquiring or using, in advance, 
an engineering final exam in December 1992. Some midshipmen sold copies of the 
test for as much as $50. 

The Academy has had an honor code since 1951. Since that time, only one other 
cheating scandal has been reported. In 1974, 61 midshipmen were implicated for 
using crib notes while taking an exam, but only seven were expelled. 

Perhaps there is confusion in our society as to who should be teaching values to 
students. Colleges bear some of the responsibility. For example, faculty members 
should be encouraged to establish a closer rapport with students. Furthermore, fac- 
ulty members should write a new exam if they suspect an exam has been lost, mis- 
placed or stolen. Finally, students should be taught how to: détument sources, how 
to perform research, how to prevent plagiarism and, especially, students should be 
taught why integrity and honesty are vital in academic life. 

_ Students are expected to be honest. BYU students are no different. BYU’s acade- 
mic honesty policy states that “any from of deception for personal academic gain is 
offensive to the spirit of the Honor Code and an affront to the university communi- 
ty.’ The Daily Universe encourages students everywhere to adhere to honor codes 
and contribute to the university community by dealing honestly with themselves 
and their peers.

Teachers, especially teachers of 
young children, must be seen as. 
national treasures and should be high- 
ly valued in society, said children’s 
author Lloyd Alexander, who spoke 
to BYU students anda large crowd of 
elementary children Wednesday. 

The author shared some of his 
insights on writing and a sneak pre- 
view of his next book. 

Alexander, a Newbery Award win- 
ner, is best known for The Prydain 
Chronicles, a fantasy series published 
nearly thirty years ago. 

The five-book series, which 
includes the popular “The Black 
Cauldron,” served as inspiration for 
the full-length Disney animated film 


‘ which was released in the éarly 


1980s. 

“What nourishes the imagination 
nourishes the whole intellect,” he 
said. 

The soft-spoken man smiled broadly 
as more than a hundred local children 
nearly filled the HFAC’s de Jong 
Concert Hall. 

Teaching, especially in the wake of 
mass illiteracy, was the focus of his 
remarks. 

“Anyone who has a say in the rela- 
tionship with children, in one way or 
another, is a teacher,” he said. 

“There must be a climate where 
education is truly valued,” he said, 
“and not just the subject of rhetorical 
lip service.” 

“Teachers must be seen as national 
treasures, with the highest possible 
status. Many notches above brain sur- 
geons. A teacher’s work is far more 


difficult. I hope never to hear anyone 
say, ‘I am just a grade school 
teacher.’” 

Alexander’s remarks were kept 
short to allow him to have “a little 
fun” by reading a few pages from his 
next, yet unfinished, novel.

Russia’s foreign policy 
uncertain, leader says

Russia’s foreign policy is changing 
and not necessarily for the better, a 
Russian diplomat said Wednesday 
during a forum sponsored by the 
David M. Kennedy Center for 
International Studies. 

Evgennii Bazhanov, vice-rector of 
the Russian Diplomatic Agency, said 
he isn’t inspired by the state of 
Russian foreign policy during his lec- 
ture entitled “Russia’s Foreign Policy 
Today.” 

“At this time, I cannot be very opti- 


mistic” about Russia’s future, 
Bazhanov-said. 
At the end. of 1991. a hieit 


Communism collapsed, the euphoria 
of Russta’s new democracy was 
catching, Bazhanov said. 

The West was looked at as an ideo- 
logical model to follow, he said, and 
the new government wanted to dis- 
tance itself from former allies such as 
Cuba and China. 

Now, Russia is disillusioned with 


Baby Syndrome. He was only the size 
of a one-year-old baby. Each surgery 
the doctors performed seemed to 
make his condition worse. 

At age 12, he had multiple surgical 
procedures trying to re-route blood 
through his lungs to make his oxygen 
use more efficient. But each time the 
surgery was performed, Ivers went 
into shock. After three surgeries,,the 
procedure was thought to be’a success 
and a pacemaker was installed to 
stimulate a rhythmic heartbeat. 

Over time, the results of the pace- 
maker and the surgery began to fail. 
His body began to deteriorate. 

“It came to the point that the pace- 
maker was wearing out my heart 
instead of helping it,” Ivers said. “I 
even had to move my bedroom down- 
Stairs to avoid the small climb 
upstairs.” 

But on June 13, 1990, the pager 
Ivers was wearing beeped. The sound 
meant the doctors had found a healthy 
heart for Ivers. 

A heart was immediately flown in 
from Oregon and within six hours 
Ivers was recovering from the trans- 
plant.

the West because it has not lived up 
to initial expectations, Bazhanov said. 

Russia is now looking to strengthen 
its ties with all countries. 

“We used to have a honeymoon 
with America,” Bazhanov said. ; 

“Now we're entering the marriage, 
and the marriage doesn’t look like it’s 
going to be a smooth one.” 

Russia’s foreign policy now focuses 
primarily on the West, Asia, and the 
Middle East, Bazhanov said. 


’ These areas are vital to Russia’s 


economic, social and political sué- 
cess, he said. 

Bazhanov said a new Cold War is 
not possible because Russia doesn’t 
have enough individual strength, and 
it needs economic cooperation with 
the West. 

Russia’s citizens are also tired of 
politics, and there is no longer an ide- 
ological barrier that would produce 
such a war, he said.

Grass skirts, grass huts and the 
corny dancing and singing that the 
Western society often portrays as 
Polynesian is not the norm, say mem- 
bers of BYU’s Polynesian club who 
promote their culture and break down 
stereotypes in Utah Valley through 
song and dance.

Time to Change the Timing Belt 

The timing belt keeps the engine’s 
valves opening and closing in sync 
with the piston strokes. 

Tue breaking of the timing belt means 
valves will quit moving, remaining 
partially open, only to be smashed 
shut the next time the pistons comes 
up. 

The result is the need to either 
install a new engine or rebuild the 
damaged one. Both options usually 
cost more than a BYU student 
employee’s total earnings in a year. 

Branam said manufacturers encour- 
age owners. to have the timing belt 
changed on their cars every 50,000: or 
60,000 miles. 

If the car has more than 60,000 
miles on it and the timing belt has not 
been changed, negotiate to have one 
or two hundred dollars deducted off 
the price to cover the costs of replac- 
ing the timing belt. 


Oil Leaks 

“Oil leaks are common because gas- 
kets are not infallible,” Wager said. 
“It isn’t good to leak because fluid 
levels may get low and the pe 
may burn up.’ 

Even though the engine may run 
fine at the time of purchase, low oil 
levels can cause engine wear that will 
shorten its life. 

Watch for oil leaks around the 
seams of the engine. People some- 
times wash their engines to remove 
traces of oil leaks before trying to. sell 
it. 

Oil buildup on the bottom of the oil 
pan is generally so thick that it 
requires scrubbing to remove. Look 
for signs of brushing and scrubbing 
on the underside of the engine.

Similar to humans, cars need 
regular checkups to run well

A car, just like a body, needs to be 
checked out every so often to prevent 
expensive repairs and to keep it run- 
ning as a fine-tuned machine. 

If someone gets a regular body 
check-up, he or she can usually avoid 
major surgery. Similarly, if a car 
receives a regular check-up, its owner 
won’t need to pay out the nose for 
expensive repairs. 

Unfortunately, most people know a 
lot more about:-human anatomy than 
vehicle anatomy, and they don’t real- 
ize the simple things they can‘do to 
avoid major repairs. To remedy this 
problem, I present Kevin’s syllabus 
for Car Anatomy 101. 

These tips are generalizations, and 
eventually every car may need major 
renoyation. But the tips will help you 
know what to look for to keep your 
car, and your stress level, running 
smoothly. 

1. CHANGE YOUR OIL 
Check your owner’s manual to see 
how often your car’s oil needs to be 
changed. Or, if your glove compart- 
ment looks like mine and you can’t 
find your owner’s manual, you can 
call your dealer and get the informa- 
tion. Usually, you should change your 
oil-and your oil filter every 3,000 - 
5,000 miles. 

Qe FLUSH YOUR RADIA-

TOR Usually, you should flush 
your radiator once a year. Flushing 
your radiator will prevent it from rust- 
ing through and causing problems. 

ey CHECK YOUR TIRES 
Tires are an expensive and important 
part of your vehicle, and they are also 
the most neglected. Rotate your tires 
every 5,000 miles or so — again 
check your manual for specifics — 
and rebalance them whenever you 
feel your car vibrating. Also, check 
your tire pressure often. Over-inflated 
or under-inflated tires can cause big 


problems. 
4. KEEP YOUR CAR 
ALIGNED Tires are usually a 


major investment, and an alignment is 
a good way to protect this investment 
— especially with the lovely potholes 
around Utah Valley. Most mechanics 
recommend an alignment every 5,000 
miles. 

DF CHECK YOUR CV 
BOOTS When your car is aligned, 
and it’s a front-wheel drive, ask the 
mechanic to look at the CV (constant 
velocity) boots for rips or leaks. If 
you catch these leaks in time, you’ ll 
avoid ultimately replacing the CV 
joint, which is a lot more money. 

Gt REPLACE YOUR TRANS- 
MISSION OIL AND FILTERS 
Usually every 30,000 miles you 
should replace your: transmission oil 
and filters. Again, check your owner’s 
manual for details. 


snowy roads 


may cause cars to rust

Utah’s annual snowfall causes more 
than hazardous winter driving condi- 
tions. The salt used to melt snow on 
the roads also causes cars to rust more 
rapidly. i 

“The cars that are the most suscepti- 
ble to rust are the ones that are sub- 
jected to a lot of salt, like the salt used 
here in Utah for snow removal,” said 
Bryan Messick of Maaco Auto 
Painting and Body Works. 

Salt spread on roads for snow 
remoyal is not the only cause of rust- 
ing, said Messick. He said -cars driven 
in the Eastern United States are also 
more subject to rusting because there 
is more salt in the atmosphere. On the 
other hand, cars driven in drier cli- 
mates and deserts are not nearly as 
vulnerable to rusting, said Messick. 


“It is impossible to avoid rusting, 
but there are ways to slow it down,” 
Messick said. “One way is to wash. 
your car quite often and especially 
under the wheels well because the 
drainage holes can get clogged and 
cause moisture and dirt to build up.” 

Messick said some dealers are try- 
ing to prevent rusting by utilizing gal- 
vanized steel in car production. 
Undercoating is another way to slow 
car rusting, he said. 

“Undercoating is a rubberized tar 
substance put on a car’s metal under- 
side to guard against stone bruises 
and weather,” Messick said. “It comes 
on some cars from the factory, but it 
depends.” 

Gene Duran, Customer Relations 
Manager at Rick Warner Toyota 
Honda, said undercoating serves three 
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be checked. 

The. CV boot is the rubber cylinder 
on the inside of the front wheels that 
prevents water and dirt from getting 
into the CV joint. The boot should be 
checked for tears or rotting. Garages 
charge about $60 to replace a CV 
boot. 

Replacing the CV boot before the 
joint is damaged is economically 
sound, considering joints cost around 
$200 each to replace, Wager said. 

To test the CV joints, turn the wheel 
all the way to one side and take off, 
Wager said. If you hear a clicking or 
strange noise, then the CV joint is 
bad, he said. 

Professional Checkups 

“The best thing is to spend $40 or 
$50 to have the car checked out by a 
professional,” said Rick Gubler, an 
owner of Last Stop Auto Sales at 915 
S. State St., Provo. “It is probably the 
best $50 you could spend.”

Auto garages in Provo will check a 
car for serious problems for $16 to 
$50. The mechanics said they will 
check everything from the brakes to 
engine compression, something most 
students do not have the equipment to 
check. 

An engine compression test is one 


of the best tests to determine whether ~ 
or not an engine has serious internal ie 


problems, Branam said. 

“We check the compression and pull 
off the wheels and check the brakes 
for $16 or $18,” Branam said. 

Too Good To Be True 

“The biggest thing to watch out for 
is, if you are buying from an individ- 
ual or a dealer and the deal is too 
good to be true, there is probably 
something wrong,” Gubler said. 

Wager said he saved a customer 
$7,000 this week when he brought in 
a car to be checked before he pur- 
chased it. 

“Tt just so happened that we knew 
the car,” Wager said. He said the car 
was a salvaged car that had a-bent 
frame. Wager said he was able to 
bring the car’s problems to the man’s 
attention, who decided against buying 
the car.

Tires need 
maintenance, 
replacement, 
experts say

Most of us only worry about our 
tires when we get a flat or when one 
blows out, but mechanics and tire 
dealers say there is a lot more to tak- 


ing care of your tires. 


One of the most important aspects 


of tire care is having them rotated. 


Rotating the tires helps ensure that 
they wear evenly and: often extends 


their life, said Craig Orme, manager | 


of David Early in Provo. 

Owners of cars with front wheel 
drive should have their tires rotated 
about every 3,000 miles, Orme said. 


“If you don’t rotate your tires the 


front tires will generally wear out four 
times faster than the rear tires because 
there is more friction on them and 
more weight because of the engine,” 
he said. . 

Older cars can go approximately 
7,500 miles until the tires need to be 
rotated, he said. 

Orme said that other than rotating 
the tires, car owners should frequently 
check the air pressure to make sure it 
is at the right level. 

The wheel alignment and balancing 
should also be checked periodically to 
ensure even wear, he said. 

Checking these things can help to 
extend the life of the tires, Orme said. 

The average life of tires ranges from 
30,000 to 70,000 miles, said Tim 
Bohne, assistant manager of Randy’s 
Tite and Auto on University Parkway 
in Provo. 

“Tires of really poor quality can 


wear out even sooner than that,”

basic purposes. 

“First, undercoating is a sound dead- 
ener,” Duran said. “Second, it is an 
insulator from heat and.cold. And 
third, undercoating serves as a rust 
inhibitor. It keeps moisture and salt 
out of the cars’ cracks.” 

People especially need undercoating 
in Utah because of the salt used on 
the roads to melt snow, Duran said. 

“When cars are built they do not 
know what part of the country the car 
will go to,” Duran said. “Depending 
upon what part of the country the car 
ends up in, different protection is 
needed.” 

Duran said the procedures for 
acquiring undercoating are easy. 

“You just need to go into a dealer- 
ship,” Duran said. “When a person 
comes into our dealership, I sit them 
down and explain the procedure to 
them. It only takes one hour to apply 
the undercoating.” 

Although undercoating is-one way 
to fight rusting, it is not a foolproof 
answer. 

“Undercoating is good as long as 
you don’t block the drainage holes,” 
said Dave Butler of Fireline Auto 
Body. “You have to keep the moisture 
draining freely.” 

Butler said it is also important to 
cover chips right away because any- 
time there is bare metal, there is prob- 
lem potential. 

“Tt is especially important to keep 
your car washed in the winter because 
when they salt the roads it speeds 
rusting,” Butler said.

He sometimes takes his 
vehicle there to wash it. 

Smith said coin-operated carwashes 
are good for those short on money. 
He recommends drying vehicles 
immediately. 


“Water acts as a magnet for UV 
light,” Smith said. 

He said this increases oxidation. 

Although the frequency car owners 
need to wash their.cars varies, Smith 
recommends washing it every two 
weeks to keep cars looking good and 
hand waxing it at least twice a year.

South Africans 
prepare for 
election protest

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
— Gun shops have run out of guns. 
Candles, soap and canned goods are 
disappearing. Forget about finding 
gas stoves or the cylinders that fuel 
them. 

With the tensions surrounding this 
month’s historic election threatening 
to erupt into widespread chaos, some 
white South Africans are stocking up 
on survival food and gear. 

“You’d be naive not to,” Mervin 
Solomon said Wednesday as he and 
his wife picked up powdered and 
canned goods in the fashionable 
Sandton City shopping complex. 

“Maybe,” he added, “there will be a 
week of high celebration and then 
back to normal.” 

Pam Solomon added: “I mean, once 
they put the lights out we’re not going 
to be eating out of the refrigerator, 
right?” 

The April 26-28 vote will include 
the black majority for the first time. 
The great majority are carrying on 
with their daily lives, but a significant 
number are preparing for the worst. 

Unlike other African countries, 
South Africa has never experienced 
widespread shortages or extreme ser- 
vice cuts, not even during years of 
guerrilla campaigns by anti-apartheid 
groups. 

Now anxiety about. such disruptions 
is high, with fears most often centered 
on white extremists, who recently 
boasted of bombing power pylons and 
African National Congress offices, 
and on Zulu nationalists who oppose 
the election. The siege mentality was 
reinforced last week by graphic pho- 
tographic coverage of thousands of 
Zulus marching into Johannesburg, 
with the ensuing violence leaving 
dozens dead in the streets. 

Since then, a wave of faxes and cir- 
culars have warned of widespread 
looting and violence after the elec- 
tion, and urged people to stock up on 
essentials. 

Ronnie Mamoepa of the ANC, 
called such “rumors” disinformation 
meant to destabilize the country. He 
urged people to ignore them. 

Reports of hysterical shoppers wait- 
ing in long lines to horde dwindling 
supplies proved untrue, but retail out- 
lets in white areas confirm increased 
customer and sales volume, with cer- 
tain products moving especially 
briskly. 


Serbs propose’ 
talks on truce, 
ban Rose 
in Gorazde

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina | 
— Bosnian Serbs proposed talks ona | 
broad truce with the Muslim-led gov- 
ernment Wednesday, after stopping 
the U.N. commander from going to | 
the embattled Gorazde enclave. 

U.N. officials said they hoped to 
begin negotiations Thursday at 
Sarajevo airport on a cease-fire cover- 
ing all of the former Yugoslav repub- 
lic. There was no immediate comment 
from government leaders on the pro- 
posed talks. 

Serb troops and the government 
army have mostly observed a truce 
around Sarajevo since Feb. 10, but 
fighting has raged between them else- 
where. 

A separate cease-fire between 
Bosnia’s Croats and Muslims has qui- 
eted central and southwestern Bosnia. 
Serb leaders have rebuffed interna- 
tional efforts to get them to join the 
federation and are sticking to their 
goal of uniting their areas with Serbia. 

Lt. Gen. Sir Michael Rose, the U.N. 
commander for Bosnia, had wanted.to 
personally assess reports that Gorazde 
was. about to fall to the Serbs after a 
nine-day offensive. 

UN. officials said the fighting had 
killed 64 people, wounded about 310 
and razed a dozen or so villages 
around the town of Gorazde. Ten peo- 
ple were wounded in shelling of the 
town Wednesday despite Serb assur- 
ances the town would not be attacked, 
U.N. officials said. : 

The mayor of Gorazde had pleaded 
for Rose to come. : 

Serb authorities blocked Rose from 
getting beyond Pale, the Bosnian Serb 
headquarters just outside Sarajevo. 

They did allow three U.N. military 
observers and eight of Rose’s liaison 
officers to go on to supplement four 
military observers already in the 
enclave about 30 miles southeast of 
Sarajevo. ' 

Asked why the Serbs did not let him 
proceed, Rose told reporters: “They 
cited security and the problems we 
would face going in there. 
However, they have said that in two 
days’ time the situation will have 
been sufficiently resolved that they 
will allow us to go in.” 

Bosnian Serb leader Radovan 
Karadzic did propose meeting with 
government military leaders on’a 
new, overall cease-fire. 

Rose was joined in his talks with 
Karadzic by the top U.N. commander 
in former Yugoslavia; Gen. Bertrand 
de Lapresle, and the U.N. civilian 
chief of mission, Yashushi Akashi. 
They later met in Sarajevo with 
Bosnian President Alija Izetbegovic. 

Both Rose and Akashi said the 
Bosnian Serbs had assured them the 
town of Gorazde would not be 
attacked. Akashi said he hoped Rose 
would be allowed to visit the enclave 
quickly to check on the estimated 
65,000 people trapped there. 

A U.N. spokesman, Maj. Rob 
Annink, said an advance by Serb 
troops stopped on the southern out- 
skirts of Gorazde after running into 
entrenched government forces. The 
Serbs pushed into the 12-by-9-mile 
enclave Tuesday after breaking 
through outer defense lines. 

A Bosnian Serb military statement, 
carried by the Yugoslav news agency 
Tanjug, said Serb troops had captured 
the village of Biljin, 2 1/2 miles south 
of Gorazde, and were fighting to “lib- 
erate Serb villages” in the area. It also 
reported fighting elsewhere south of 
Gorazde. 

Bosnian government radio said 
Serbs continued to assault defenses 
around Gorazde. 


Heliskiing an adventure, but 
can be expensive, dangerous

RENO, Nev. — They ski mountain- 
tops so remote that they need a heli- 
copter to get there. They shun 
groomed slopes for virgin powder, 
crowds for thrills and scenery. When 
the day ends, the only tracks on the 
mountain will be the miles of lines 
they have left behind. 

For heliskiers, it’s the ultimate 
adventure. Some end up paying the 
ultimate price. 

The sport is expensive. Like moun- 
tain climbing or whitewater rafting, 
death is never far away. 

On Sunday, Walt Disney Co. 
President Frank Wells was returning 
from a heliskiing trip in the Ruby 
Mountains 25 miles southwest of 
Elko, Nev., when the chopper crashed 
into a steep canyon. 

Wells, a fellow passenger and the 
pilot were killed. Two others were 
seriously injured. 

Two days earlier, model Christie 
Brinkley and four others were injured 


‘ when their chopper went down after a 


trip near Telluride, Colo. They were 
stranded for about six hours. 

_A copter crash in January 1993 
killed four people, including Brent 
Patterson, who owned Diamond Peak 
Heli-Ski Adventures near Ogden, 
Utah. 

“There’s inherent hazards in this 
activity.. This is an adventure sport,” 
said Greg Smith, owner and founder 


of Wasatch Powerbird Guides in 
Snowbird. Sepie 

“Tt’s a thrilling activity, but there’s 
more risk involved in doing it than 
sitting at home reading about it. This 
is a very uncontrolled environment.” 

About 62,000 heliski trips are made 
each year in North America. 

They can cost as little as $450 for a 
day or more than $1,650 for a three- 
day trip. 

“Tt is a rush being around the heli- 
copter lifting you up to run after run 
of untracked beautiful powder snow. 
It’s something you can never get tired 
of,” said Ross McGaw, marketing 
director at Mountain Helisports near 
Whistler, British Columbia. 

The inviting powder also can be a 
peril. A skier can unknowingly 
plunge into a drift-filled bowl and 
suffocate. Mountain storms can move 
in with vicious winds, blinding snow 
and bitter cold. Most of the skiing. is 
in avalanche zones. 

Three years ago, an avalanche swept 
nine heliskiers to their deaths in the 
Purcell Mountains, some 400 miles 
east of Whistler. 

Trained guides pick the safest skiing 
areas, away from known avalanche 
danger. They watch the weather and 
screen skiers for ability. 

“Route finding, terrain selection, 
good guiding can reduce the 
avalanche danger,” Smith said. “But 
this is not an exact science. That dan- 
ger cannot be totally eliminated.” 


Federal Reserve to boost rates again after two increases

WASHINGTON — The Federal Reserve, after 
jolting Wall Street with two tiny interest rate 
increases, will probably boost rates again in mid- 
May after waiting to let financial markets stabilize, 
private economists said Wednesday. 

While some had been looking for a rate increase 
as early as this week, many analysts now say that 
they believe the central bank will wait several 
weeks to assess the impact the initial rate boosts 
have had on markets and the performance of the 
economy. 

When the next rate increase comes, some analysts

BYU bike police more stringent 
than U of U; fines as much as $25

A bike ride around campus is a lur- 
ing temptation for students with 
spring fever; however, reckless dri- 
vers may find themselves with a traf- 
fic violation. 

Ken Wooley, an archeology major 
from Salt Lake was stopped last week 
by an officer riding a mountain bike. 
The officer cited Wooley $25 for his 
failure to halt at a stop sign for bicy- 
clers at the bottom of Maeser hill. 

“I didn’t realize there was a stop 
sign for bikers,” Wooley said. He said 
that after a closer inspection upon 
receiving the citation, he was able to 
see that the sign was clearly marked. 

Police started patrolling on bikes a 
couple of weeks ago when the weath- 
er became warm. 

For the past four-and-a-half years, 
BYU has had bike patrol. BYU has 
six bike patrol officers, with usually 
one of those officers.on duty each 
shift. 

“We’ve concentrated more on viola- 
tions for bicyclists in the past two 
years due to an increased number of 
bicyclists,” said Brad Burr, the. BYU 
corporal in charge of bike control. 

Burr estimates 200 bicycle citations 
this year. Most violations are $25. No 
bike fines exceed this figure. 

Burr said one of their main concerns 
with bike patrol is monitoring bicy- 
clers. “My opinion is sidewalks are 
for pedestrians. It’s not conducive to 


bike riding, particularly during 


breaks. It is a danger to the pedestri- 
ans,” Burr said. 

“The biggest violation is students 
riding their bikes at 10 ‘til the hour 
during class breaks,” said Shannon 
Drominey, public relations assistant 
for the police department. “That is 
when a lot of bikers hit pedestrians.” 

Wooley prefers the University of 
Utah’s policy for bikers. He said, “I’d 


love BYU to be like the University of 
Utah; where people can cruise any- 
where at any time. I don’t think 
there’s a need for police to patrol bik- 
ers. I do not want a cop telling me 
how to ride my bike.” 

While BYU has issued 200 citations 
this year alone, the U of U’s officers 
said their ticket-issuing is quite limit- 
ed. 

“I don’t think I’ve ever written a 
citation (for a bike),” said Dan 
Stanton, U of U traffic officer. “I 
don’t know of anyone who has ever 
given anyone a citation on a bike.” 

“Tf we did give anything it would be 
for blocking a street or walkway,” he 


added. 


“We really don’t have problems 
with kids riding their bikes. The stu- 
dents are pretty responsible up here.” 

The U of U has many biking rules in 
common with BYU — like keeping 
one hand on the handlebar at all 
times; however, they have no rules 
stipulating times when students can 
ride. 

Stanton said their bicyclists are 
allowed to ride during class breaks. 
“They can ride as long as they do it 
safely,” he said. 


The only reason Stanton could find — 


for a U of U officer issuing a biker a 
citation is. for blocking a stairway or 
walkway. 

“If someone is riding down the 
stairs or something, they are just 
warned not to do it,” he said. 

Wooley offers a possible reason for 
the bicycle police at BYU: “I think 
BYU is just trying to employ more 
students. They employ one third of 
the student body and they have to find 


jobs for them. Full-employment is 


part of the BYU dream.” 

Brent Harker, associate director of 
public communications, said BYU’s 
goal is to employ as many students as 
possible.

suggested, it could be a bigger move than the small 
steps the Fed has been making. 

A front-page story Wednesday in the Washington 
Post quoted unnamed Fed officials as saying they 
wanted to postpone any further rate increases until 
the markets had calmed and they had more time to 
study the economy’s performance. . 

The central bank acted in February and March to 
increase for the first time in five years the federal 
funds rate, the interest banks charge each other. It 
moved the funds rate in. two quarter-point jumps 
from 3 percent to 3.5 percent. 

While the increase was relatively small, the finan- 
cial fallout has been huge, with stocks suffering a 
string of sell-offs. 


After a sizable rally Tuesday, the market turned in 
a lackluster performance Wednesday. The Dow 
Jones industrial average was up 4.32 points to close 
at 3,679.73. Yields on the Treasury’s benchmark 
30-year bond were unchanged at’7.25 percent. 

Fed officials and the Clinton administration had 
hoped that the move to push short-term rates higher 
would result in a drop in long-term rates as 
investors became reassured that the Fed was on 
guard against inflation. 

However, the outcome has been the opposite, with 
long-term rates rising almost 1.5 percentage points 
since the Fed began tightening, three times the 
Fed’s increase in short-term rates.
